LOS ANGELES, Dec. 14. UP)- 
California oranges sold during the 
past week in the eastern and mid¬ 
dle western auction centers held 
almost unchanged at an average 
of $3.16 per box, one cent off from 
the average of the previous week. 

Lemons continued their strong 
tone throughout the week and 
made an auction market average 
of $6 23, up 39 cents. 

Volume of sales held reasonably 
steady at 377 cars for oranges and 
107 cars for lemons. 18 cars and 3 
cars less respectively. 

Florida sales In the auction 
markets are still under the volume 
of last year and prices declined 
somewhat during the past weeV 
The heaviest drop was on grape¬ 
fruit which sold in some cases as 
low as $1.65 per box. 

W. C. Frackelton. general man¬ 
ager of the California-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement, an¬ 
nounced today that the Southern 
California navel orange estimate 
had been revised down to 24,000 
cars for this season. This com- 
pares with 30,000 cars last year 
[ and in some quarters the present 
estimate is believed still too high. 

Prorates for the coming week 
were announced by Frackelton as 
follows: Central and Northern 
California 480 packed rars navels; 
Southern California 160 packed 


cars navels; Desert Valley Arizona 
25 packed cars navels. 

The California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, commenting on the 
market as a whole, says:
